To the inhabitants of Little Boar’s Head, a Village District in the Town of North 
Hampton, New Hampshire, organized under the provisions of Chapter 196, Session 
Laws of 1905, qualified to vote in District affairs, greetings: 

You are hereby notified to meet at Union Chapel, 7 Willow Avenue in said 
District on the first Tuesday in September next, being the third day of September, 
1996 at 6:30 p.m. for the following purposes: 

Article One: To elect a Moderator, a District Clerk, a Treasurer, and an Auditor 
for the ensuing year. 

Article Two: To elect one Commissioner for a term of three years following the 
expiration of the term of Steve Fotheringham at the conclusion of this meeting. 

Article Three: To hear the reports of the Clerk, the Treasurer, the Zoning 
Inspectors, the Zoning Board of Adjustment, the Commissioners and others, which 
reports are printed in this Annual Report, and to take such action as you may wish 
with regard to them. 

Article Four: To see if the Village District will vote to accept in whole or in part 
the Village District Budget as has been submitted to the Municipal Budget Commit- 
tee of the Town of North Hampton, and has been approved by them, which budget 
is included in this Annual Report. 

Article Five: To take such action as the Village District may wish to give the 
Treasurer of the Village District authority to borrow money in anticipation of taxes 
upon the written request of at least two of the Commissioners, and to dispense the 
funds of the Village District with the approval of at least two of the Commissioners. 

Article Six: To see if the Village District will authorize the Commissioners, or 
any two of them, to apply for, to accept, and to expend without further action by this 
Village District, moneys from the Federal Government, from the State of New 
Hampshire or from private sources in accordance with the provisions of Revised 
Statutes Annotated, Chapter 31 

Article Seven: To see if the Village District will authorize the Commissioners, 
or any two of them, to transfer funds from the Little Boar’s Head Improvement Fund 
into the Operating Account, and/or to deposit funds from the Operating Account 
into the Little Boar’s Head Improvement Fund, which Fund is administered by the 
Trustees of Trust Funds of the Town of North Hampton, as may be necessary to carry 
on the work of the Village District. 

Article Eight: To raise and appropriate such sums of money as may be 
necessary for the purposes included in the Budget, including the extinguishing of 
fires, the lighting or sprinkling of streets, the planting and care of shade or 
ornamental trees, the supply of water for domestic or fire purposes, the construction 
and maintenance of main drains and common sewers, the construction, mainte- 
nance and care of parks and commons, the maintenance of activities for recreation, 
the control of pollen, insects and pests, the impoundment of water, the maintenance 
of roads, the appointment and employment of watchmen and police officers, the 
enactment and enforcement of zoning regulations, and all other miscellaneous 
District expenses for the ensuing year. 


Article Nine: To see whether the District will abolish the existing Historic 
District Commission and establish, in its stead, a Heritage Commission as provided 
for in RSA 674:44-a and RSA 674:44-b. 

Article Ten: To transact such other business as may legally come before this 
meeting.

REPORT OF THE COMMISSIONERS 


Your Commissioners continued the work of beautification along the Head, as 
we endeavor to enhance the only site where there is a clear and unobstructed view 
of the Atlantic Ocean along Route 1A. The plantings which were generously 
supported by the Fuller Foundation were maintained under drought conditions 
with the aid of nearby residents. Further enhancements and plantings were done at 
property owners’ expense on the west side of the road, which have greatly improved 
the beauty of the area. We thank those responsible for their contributions. 

As all our residents are aware, our two salt water marshes have deteriorated to 
the point where they have become fresh water wetlands. Through the town’s 
Conservation Commission, the U.S. Army Corps of Engineers, the Environmental 
Protection A gency, and several other federal and state agencies through the Coastal 
America Program are taking an active role in determining what steps must be taken 
to restore them to their natural, salt water condition. As of this writing, the Corps 
has made two trips to the site and is organizing the initial engineering and survey 
work which will determine what needs to be done. This work will be funded 
partially by the Corps, approximately half of the estimated cost, with the balance 
coming from other federal and state agencies and departments. We have not yet 
been informed as to who these agencies will be nor the amount of their contribution. 
We request our residents to cooperate with any properly identified person request- 
ing permission to cross their land to carry out the important survey and engineering 
work. If you have any questions, please call one of the Commissioners. 


We would like to take this opportunity to welcome new residents to the District 
and to urge them to become involved in our activities and local government. 

I would like to thank two of our residents for their unselfish and devoted 
service. Steve Fotheringham has been a Commissioner for the past three years and 
will not be running for re-election. He has represented Little Boar’s Head on the 
town Budget Committee for two years and has been Chairman of our Board of 
Zoning Inspectors for the same period. We thank him for all he has done and wish 
him well inthe future. John Sciaba was our Moderator for one year and has faithfully 
served as Chairman of the Zoning Board of Adjustment for two years. We wishJohn 
and his family the best of luck in their new location. 

To all of our residents who have served this past year on our Boards, the 
Commissioners extend their gratitude.

REPORT OF THE 1995 ANNUAL MEETING 


VILLAGE DISTRICT OF LITTLE BOAR’S HEAD 


Minutes of the Annual Meeting of the Village District of Little Boar’s Head held 
in Union Chapel on Willow Avenue on Tuesday, September 5, 1995 commencing at 
6:30 p.m. Notice of said meeting has been posted in two places: on the bulleting 
board outside Union Chapel and in the offices of the Town of North Hampton. 

The meeting was called to order at 6:30 by the Moderator A. Michael Burnell. 
The Moderator took up the articles of the Warrant as follows: 

Article One: The following were unanimously elected to District offices for 
1995-1996: A. Michael Burnell, Moderator: Harry I. Lauer, Clerk: Katherine H. 
Southworth, Treasurer: A. Michael Burnell, Auditor. 

Article Two: With the retirement of Mr. Mixter, the meeting unanimously 
elected Walter E. Rogers as commissioner for a term of three years. 

Article Three: The reports of the Clerk, Treasurer, Zoning Inspectors, Zoning 
Board of Adjustment and the Commissioners were accepted as printed in the 
Annual Report. 

Article Four: The Budget was accepted as printed. 

Article Five: Was approved as printed. 

Article Six: There was discussion of accepting Federal funds but Mr. Mixter 
pointed out we need this article to be able to receive private funds and that Federal 
aid hasbeen helpful in allaying costs of the hurricane of 1990. The article passed with 
two Nay votes. 

Article Seven: After a brief explanation of the funds and their purposes, the 
article was accepted as printed. 

Article Eight: Was accepted as printed. 

Article Nine: requested a change in the scheduling and conduct of the Annual 
Meeting to conform with the fiscal dates of the town and the school which is July Ist. 
There was general discussion. The main issue was that the residents did not want 
to change the location of the meeting from Union Chapel in Little Boar’s Head. The 
Commissioners said that would be complied with. The article passed; 19 Yeas, 11 
Nays. 

Article Ten: was for other business. There was lengthy discussion of the Beach 
Plum situation relative to chairs and tables being in the residential part of the 
property. The Village District has requested a Cease and Desist Order. The 
grandfathering of Andrew’s By The Ocean was brought up. The issue is compliance 
with existing rules and zoning laws of the District. Mr. Lee raised numerous 
objections. The Commissioners are acting in the best interest of the District. 

Mr. Southworth asked constituents to read over and make any comments on the 
printed “Master Plan for the Village District of Little Boar’s Head” dated revision 
5, August 2, 1995. The Plan was distributed at the meeting. 

There was a request to keep the Annual Meeting in Union Chapel and to have 
it in the month of May. 

Mr. Dunkle, on behalf of the entire District, expressed a debt of gratitude to Mr. 
Mixter for his sixteen years as Commissioner of the District. 

There being no further business, the meeting was adjourned at 7:28 p.m.
